In the 
moment aRer Ruby fired a single shot at Osw'ald in 
the basement of Dallas City Hall, Mr. Graves 
grabbed the revolver and Ruby’s wrist, preventing a 
second shot from being fired. Oswald died on the 
way to the hospital.
